hill*,  tb rough  a  rich  grafting  and  sgrical 
tUr»l  district.  The  eutorprin  ng  town  of 
Qreelj  U  one  of  tbt  few  Station*  on  tht 
Hue,  *nd  owing  to  the  extensive  irrigating 
ditebt*,  which  lead  the  water  from  tin 
Cache  •  La  Poodro  rive  lo  all  the  neigh¬ 
boring  farming  di.trtcu,  hu  become  the 
centra  of  an  indoatriou*  and  wealthy  com¬ 
munity. 

Dearer  city,  a  for  mile*  further  to  the 
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•outb,  it  the  nucleus  around  which  clueter* 
the  rarioas  mining  region*  of  the  Terri¬ 
tory.  The  rapid  derelopwent  ol  the  nor 
row  gouge  Railroad*  to  the  eoutli  seel  end 
west  from  lliU  initial  point  is  truly  won¬ 
derful.  Pour  year*  ago  while  rieiting 
this  section,  we  foundtb*  euigect  canvaea 
ed  pretty  aatiafactorily,  but  as  yot  little 
has  been  done.  Now  we  can  coont  orer 
(our  hundred  tnilae  of  narrow  gauge,  orer 
two  hundred  of  the  live  teet  eight  and  one 
half  inches  system,  end  still  the  mealies  in 
the  net  work*  are  increasing.  These  road* 
bring  but  three  fret  between  rails,  can 
force  their  way  through  rssinee  and  orrr 
mountains  that  weuld  present  impassable 
barrier*  to  the  ordinary  rued.  By  this 
mean*  this  whole  couulry  i*  being  rapidly 
opened  to  th*  enterprising  of  ell  notions, 
who  flock  hither  to  enjoy  an  unsurpassed 
climate,  the  rich  trulta  of  the  soil,  and  a 
sure  reward  from  the  mines  if  they  are  but 
properly  worked.  Leaving  Cheyenne  et  an 
elevation  of  fl,041  I  set,  we  push  boldly  up 
the  steep  grade  that  leads  into  the  block 
hills,  e  neme  given  to  the  extreme  easier  I7 
range  of  the  llotky  Mountains  where  they 
crow  the  territory  of  Wyoming. 

Fur  over  thirty  miles  our  two  engines 
ere  taxed  to  th.  5  utmost,  as  we  wind  in 
sod  out  following  the  fortuitous  ravines 
and  water  courara,  that  descend  from  the 
upper  table  land.  Arrived  at  Sherman, 
we  are  told  thet  this  Is  the  most  elevated 
railroad  station  on  the  American  C<-nii- 
Q.-ut.  Hera,  8,848  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
air  is  pure  hot  highly  ran  fled  as  the  lung* 
will  quickly  attest,  If  violent  exercise  be 
taken.  Pike'*  Peak,  Long's  Peak,  and  Elk 
Mountain  though  distant  from  75  to  ,55 
miles  away  are  plainly  visible  r  .bed  in  their 
snuwy  mantle  of  almoet  dsixliag  while- 
nro*.  The  plateau  ss  far  aa  v  lei  bis  to  the 
u accustomed  eye  has  the  appearance  of  a 
vast  desert,  grand,  indeed  in  its  wildness 
and  desolation.  Such  game  as  wooutain 
lions  and  bean  are  abundant  in  the  edja 
cent  hills,  while  not  untrvquently  the  rat 
Uiog  or  rumbling  of  the  train  will  startle 
into  fl  gbt  a  band  ol  deer,  elk  or  antelope, 
which  giwewfully  but  rapidly  disappear  be¬ 
hind  “  a  lies"  in  the  plateau.  Vt-getstion 
is  sparsely  scattered  and  stunted  in  growth 
Thus  wa  loll  along  ;  the  snn  rises  and  sets;

sod  barren  wests.  Snow  walla  and  fences 
run  along  na  one  or  both  side*  of  the  road 
for  miles,  to  prevent  the  drifting  snow 
irons  accumulating  on  the  track.  The 
snow  seldom  falls  to  a  depth  sufficient  to 
interfere  with  the  running  of  trains,  hot 
the  fierce  wintry  winds  pile  huge  drills 
upon  the  track  eecfflo  such  e  height  that 
tunnels  were  necraesrily  cat  to  admit  the 
pssesge  of  the  train  loaded  with  paast  n 
gets.  We  erne*  the  *•  divide  n  the  *•  back 
bone"  of  the  Rocky  Mountain*,  and  d 
scend  to  the  station  called  Green  Hvit. 
located  on  the  at  ream  so  named.  litre 
Major  Powell  made  hie  reedrxyoua  when 
starting  to  explore  the  great  unknown  can 
one  of  the  Colorado,  Into  which  the  Green 
river  empties  1  few  hundred  miles  to  the 
south. 

Now  end  then  we  ernes  e  sluggish  mud 
dy  dream,  whose  waters  are  highly  im 
prigaetedwlth  alkali  dlmnived  Inin  th. 
•nil  on  Its  c«B r»e  from  the  bill*.  The 
spring  Irealmta  Were  Ailing  many  river 
Iwnks  with  a  raetlem,  rushing,  surging 
fl'Mid,  and  the  sun  aa  it  rose  higher  each 
day  made  rapid  inroads  upon  the  immense 
wow  brake  stored  up  through  tho  long 
winter  mouths 

We  cross  the  W sheetah  range,  and  enter 
E<iio  canon  through  e  tunnel  770  leet  in 
ivngih,  'he  largest  In  fleet  on  the  road. 

The  eastern  approach  is  over  two  long 
pieces  of  travtle  work,  one  of  which  is  450 
•‘■ng  end  78  fbet  high.  As  we  rush  down 
the  muon  we  era  el  I  loss  to  know  which 
way  tv  look  fearing  that  some  ol  the  beau 
•Iful  arenery  that  lies  piled  up  aronud  us 
to  such  grandeur  and  sublimity  may  ea 
c«P*ut.

0"tl|  we  think  we  bear  the  rattling  rush  ol 
*  hundred  trains. 

A  lew  miles  below  we  strike  Weber 
river  with  its  canyon,  which  we  fellow  at- 
most  to  tha  city  of  Ogden  lie*  If.  Here  we 
pmpaao  to  net  a  short  time  from  the  tali 
pu«a  of  travel,  when  we  will  have  the 
pl«  *anr«  n|  Introducing  w  Irirade  to 
Brigham  Young  and  eome  other  of  Salt 
Lake’s  celebrities.
